Missing Brampton Woman found Dead

They don’t know how 
she died but an autopsy 
is scheduled to try and 
determine cause of death.

Millions of dollars in drugs seized 
during “Project Cartella”

Seven suspects from Peel 
are among those arrested 
during a joint investigation 
by Peel Police and other po- 
lice agencies that resulted 
in the seizure of millions of 
dollars in illegal drugs. 

Peel Police announced 
Friday afternoon that near- 
ly $3 million in drugs were 
seized during “Project Car- 
tella”, a year-long inves- 
tigaton helmed with the 
Ontario, York and Halton 
Provincial Police divisions. 

Several search warrants 
were executed throughout 
the GTA on July 19, with 
a gun, a large amount of 
money and drugs including 
Fentanyl and Oxycodone all 


being swept up by police. 

16 suspects were arrested 
in total during the investiga- 
tion and charged with multi- 
ple drug and firearm offens- 
es, including the following 
from Peel:

Farzad Amirhoushman 
and Omar Badran were 
held for a bail hearing in 
Brampton on July 20. All 
other accused were charged 
and released with pending 
court appearances.

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Brampton church to beef up security after arson

A Brampton church is 
boosting security that could 
include surveillance, after a 
suspicious fire caused “cos- 
metic damage” to the build- 
ing early last Sunday morn- 
ing. 

“We're definitely looking 
at increased security,” said 
Father Roman Galadza, the 
Pastor of Saint Elias The 
Prophet Ukrainian Catholic 
Church. 

Galadza says there was 
a Sunday morning service 
later the same day that was 
cancelled, but all activities 
are continuing as scheduled. 

“We soldier on. We con- 
tinue on. We thank God for 
what is and ask him to pro- 
tect us from what’s out there 
sometimes.” 

Police say there was a fire 
alarm around 2 a.m. on Sun- 
day, July 16, at the church on 
Heritage Road near Bovaird 
Drive West. 

They say someone con- 
nected to the church walked 
over to the scene of and used 
a fire extinguisher to put out 
the blaze at the exterior of 
the building. 

Brampton Fire officials 
describe it as suspicious, 
prompting an arson inves- 
tigation. 

“There was minor dam- 
age, no injuries and we have

no suspect information,” 
said Const. Rachel Gibbs of 
Peel Regional Police. 

It’s the second fire at the 
church in three years. There 
was a more serious one in 
April 2014 when the church 
burned to the ground. It was 
rebuilt and reopened in Oc- 
tober of last year. 

Galadza says that while 
the previous fire was an ac- 
cident, this time it’s not. 

“It is suspicious. If police 
are saying it’s suspicious, 
it’s suspicious. What can I 
do? It’s a beautiful build- 
ing. It’s very visible and it 
attracts attention, and as a 
result, maybe that’s what 
happened.” 

He said that he doesn’t 
want to speculate as to who 
would want to damage his 
church, except to say such 


incidents are not unique to 


Catholic Churches. “Other 
denominations have diffi- 
culties like this too,” he said. 
“There’s unhappy people, I 
guess, troubled. This hap- 
pens throughout history. It 
happens.” 

Galadza says he doesn’t 
think his church is under at- 
tack or that his own safety is 
at risk. 

“T never thought about 
being in danger. We're cer- 
tainly concerned, but we’re 
relieved that it’s not worse 
and its service and activi- 
ties as usual,” he said. “It’s 
an ongoing investigation. 
Hopefully theyll give us a 
result, but until then, we’re 
trying not to speculate.” 

The Ontario Fire Mar- 
shal’s office went to the 
scene and is investigating 
the incident

He appeared in 
Brampton court on July 17.

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Bowman is trying to set 
up a meeting with Ontar- 
io’s Minister of Natural 
Resources and Forestry, 
Kathryn McGarry at the 
upcoming Association of 
Municipalities Ontario 
conference. 

“What I’m trying to do 
is to see if I can speak with 
someone from Natural 
Resources there about what 
we can do about the issue, 
if there’s anything else, any 
other areas that are expe- 
riencing the same problem.” 

Bowman favours a 
program of trapping and 
relocating as a possible next 
step. He stopped short of 
calling for a cull. “I would 
hate to see that happen. 

I would prefer to see if 

they could relocate them 
somehow. I know they can’t 
relocate them when they’re 
young or they can relocate 
them in groups. That means 
you've got to try and trap 


them somehow, they’re 
pretty smart animals,” Bow- 
man said. 

He’s also concerned that 
some people may attempt 
to hunt the animals them- 
selves. 

“T don’t want to see resi- 
dents go out and try to deal 
with this issue themselves, 
so we've got to find a happy 
medium.” 

In Brampton, 
there have been 
more than 100 coy- 
ote sightings so far 
this year, which is on 
par with 2015. According to 
Animal Services, there were 
60 sightings at the same 
time last year. 

There are signs up 
warning people in areas 
frequented by coyotes not 
to leave children or pets 
unattended. 

There has been some talk 
of introducing a city bylaw 


prohibiting the feeding of 
coyotes, but Bowman says it 
may be difficult to enforce. 

“Education’s great, trying 
to pass a bylaw saying it’s 
illegal to feed them but we’d 
have to catch them feed- 
ing them in order to press 
charges against them. I 
don’t know that the answer 
is, but it’s getting to the 
point where they're going 
to keep multiplying. It’s 
inevitable that something is 
going to happen,” he said. 

The upcoming Asso- 
ciation of Municipalities 
Ontario conference is set to 
take place in Ottawa, Aug. 
13 to 16, 2017. Provincial 
ministers in the Kathleen 
Wynne government are ex- 
pected to make themselves 
available to councillors like 
Bowman. 

Peel Daily News called 
the provincial department 
of Natural Resources for a 
comment and is still await- 
ing a response.

U.S. Border Tax a “dark cloud” over Canadian exports ahead of NAFTA

Canada must push back 
against a proposed U.S. 
border tax in any future 
trade talks with that coun- 
try, says the Mississauga 
Board of Trade. 

Board CEO David Wo- 
jcik says the proposed U.S. 
border adjustment tax 
could be “more devastating 
to Canadian exporters than 
a renegotiating of NAFTA.” 

“It's a big dark cloud 
looming over our exports 
and American imports,” he 
said. 

“I would be shocked if 
the topic of a border ad- 
justment tax didn’t come 
up during negotiations of 
NAFTA. It needs to be a 
discussion point,” he add- 
ed. 

The U.S. Congress is 
considering an “across the 
board” adjustment tax that 
would be levied against 


products imported into the 
U.S. as a way to offset what 
many Americans see as un- 
fair trade policies in other 
countries. 

The amount of the levy 
could vary from 20 per 
cent to 50 per cent. 

If it’s passed into law, 
goods exported from Can- 
ada to the U.S. would be 
subject to the levy, which 
would be paid for by the 
American importer of that 
product. 

That would immediately 
make that Canadian prod- 
uct more expensive to U.S. 
consumers and discour- 
age the purchase of those 
goods south of the border. 

The U.S. Congress is 
looking at the measure as 
an internal tax issue, not 
a trade issue, meaning the 
matter could be deemed 
outside the scope of any 
future NAFTA trade nego- 
tiations. 


From Canada’s position, 
Wojcik says the matter has 
to be in the mix of NAFTA 
talks because U.S. border 
tax polices will have a di- 
rect impact on trade be- 
tween the two countries. 

“Everything has to be 
part of the negotiation so 
aS we move into NAFTA 
negotiation, that can go 
weeks, months even a year. 
As we see tax reform evolve 
in the states, the tax reform 
measures they’re discuss- 
ing could seriously impact 
NAFTA negotiations.” 

As the U.S. looks to do 
tax reform— part of Pres- 
ident Donald Trump’s 
promised agenda— House 
Speaker Paul Ryan is push- 
ing the border tax proposal 
forward. 

The Trump administra- 
tion wants to renegotiate 
the North American Free 
Trade Agreement because 
it says American compa- 


nies are unfairly penalized 
by the trade policies in oth- 
er countries. 

The issue is extreme- 
ly complicated given how 
the economies of Canada 
and the U.S. are so closely 
linked. 

“It’s not just about Cana- 
da saying ‘we don’t want to 
do that,’ there’s American

importers that can dramat- 
ically affected as well and 
American jobs.” 

“It’s taken 20 years for 
this agreement to evolve, 
so to tear it up and start 
over again is inconceivable 
because everyone is so in- 
tertwined now between 
Canada the U.S. and Mex- 
ico,” Wojcik said.

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Will a break on power bills save the 


Wynne government?

When hundreds of thou- 
sands of Peel Region resi- 
dents open their electricity 
bills over the next few weeks, 
they'll find a welcome cut in 
their monthly power costs. 

Not only did the Liberal 
government reduce power 
bills by about 17 percent ef- 
fective July 1 -- on top of an 
eight per cent HST-linked 
rebate that began Jan. 1 
-- but the Ontario Energy 
Board had earlier approved 
monthly billing. That re- 
placed the previous two- 
month charges that often 
soared through the strato- 
sphere during the summer 
air-conditioning season an- 
gering voters when they got 
massive bills in September. 

On the surface, those 
changes will help ease the 
mounting backlash against 
the Wynne government’s 
electricity policies, a burn- 
ing political issue the gov- 
ernment is desperate to 
shelve ahead of next June’s 
provincial election. 

But in a greater sense, 
the cuts that help today’s 
seniors on fixed pensions, 


low-income people and oth- 
er consumers deal with their 
immediate hydro bills pose 
a much larger problem. The 
current savings could cost 
tens of billions of additional 
borrowed dollars down the 
road and will have to be paid 
for by future generations in 
much higher rates then. 
Under the Ontario Fair 
Hydro Plan, electricity rates 
fall an average of 25 percent 
this year -- abut $41 a month 
-- followed by four years of 
small hikes capped at the in- 
flation rate. But in the fifth 
year of the plan rates begin 
to rise by about seven per 
cent a year and after that 
about 12 per cent a year. 


A lot of those future hikes 
depend how much the gov- 
ernment borrows to finance 
the plan. 

A review by Ontario Fi- 
nancial Accountability Of- 
ficer Stephen LeClair esti- 
mates the cost of the Fair 
Hydro Plan at $45 billion, 
but the pricetag could zoom 
to as high as $93 billion if 
the rate cuts are financed 
with billions of borrowed 
dollars. 

The hydro debacle of 
benefit now and pay later 
is deeply unfair to my chil- 
dren and their children and 
future generations that will 
have to bear the financial 
burden for helping today’s 


consumers save a few bucks 
on their utility bills. 

I could live with that if it 
was only the hydro file that 
was badly mismanaged by 
the Liberals - and the PCs 
before them. Remember all 
those years of paying the 
debt retirement charge on 
your Enersource bill after 
PC Mike Harris split up the 
old Ontario Hydro in 1999? 

Ontario consumers grum- 
bled but wound up paying 
$11.5 billion to pay off Hy- 
dro debt before the charge 
ended three years ago. 

On top of the hydro mess, 
the Liberal government has 
piled on even bigger gen- 
eral debts on the backs of 


all Ontarians. Since taking 
power in 2003, they have 
added $160 billion in debt, 
pushing the total of the pro- 
vincial government’s yearly 
deficits to more than $300 
billion. 

With an aging popula- 
tion demanding ever more 
health care and a slow-grow- 
ing economy, it means our 
taxes will be higher than 
they should be for decades 
and governments will have 
little room for manoeuvre 
when they face the financial 
crunch in future. 

Governments have done 
what consumers have been 
doing for decades -- living 
beyond their means and 
taking on more mortgage 
and personal debt in an era 
of extremely cheap money 
and easy credit. But the tide 
is starting to turn. Interest 
rates are creeping up and 
will go even higher, putting 
tremendous pressure on 
tapped-out consumers and 
governments facing rising 
debt costs. 

We should all stare in the 
mirror and persuade our- 
selves to accept less and not 
demand more from govern- 
ment. 

Do rich seniors need to 


get free prescription drugs 
when they are sitting on 
million-dollar homes? Do 
we need to employ 1.1 mil- 
lion people in the broader 
public sector today when we 
had about 700,000 less than 
a decade ago? 

Do we need to sink bil- 
lions in subsidies to busi- 
nesses and other groups for 
no measurable economic 
benefit? 

Should we citizens press 
politicians in the next pro- 
vincial elections to devise a 
plan to pay down $10 billion 
in debt annually for the next 
two decades and have a real- 
istic way to pay for it? 

The tough choices will be 
difficult but they are badly 
needed. The last 14 years of 
poor financial stewardship 
means it will become harder 
to redress the social imbal- 
ance that threatens the fu- 
ture of our children because 
of the debts my baby-boom 
generation took on. 

Other societies and gener- 
ations faced financial crises 
got through them. So can 
we.

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Protest at Trudeau fundraiser

A group of two-doz- 
en protesters wielding 
“Trudeau Supports Terror- 
ists” signs and repeatedly 
chanting “shame” greet- 
ed Prime Minister Justin 
Trudeau during an event 
in Mississauga last week. 

Trudeau was in town 
to speak with support- 
ers and donors regarding 
his recent accomplish- 
ments and plans for the 
future, but was careful to 
avoid discussing recent 
issues, including the Ca- 
nadian government’s re- 
cent $10-million payout 
to Omar Khadr, a former 
child soldier who is living 
in the city. 

About two-dozen mem- 
bers of the Jewish De- 
fense League picketed the 
event, which was held at 


Paramount Fine Foods in 
Mississauga. The stop was 
one of several Trudeau 
made throughout the day 
speaking about the Canada 
Childcare Benefit (CCB), 
which was implemented

in the 2016 annual bud- 
get. The CCB provides a 
fixed $160 per month for 
children under six years of 
age, and $60 for children 
between six to 17 years of 
age. Additional benefits 


are provided to low- and 
middle-income families. 
“Progress is a necessi- 
ty,” Trudeau said, citing 
the 300,000-plus families 
who have already been 
impacted by the initiative. 


Despite that, he said that 
more work needs to be 
done to get children out of 
poverty, and said that the 
CCB was the “tip of the ice- 
berg” in terms of what they 
want to accomplish. 
Trudeau spoke about his 
need to deliver a fair and 
inclusive vision to Canadi- 
ans, stating that “when we 
work together, being bet- 
ter is always possible.” He 
also said that he is already 
looking towards the next 
election, which will be held 
in two years. “Time flies, 
so we need to be thinking 
about 2019 now,” he said. 
Trudeau also said that 
he wants to focus on de- 
livering a fair and inclu- 
sive vision, while insisting 
that he doesn’t want to be 
negative, referring to Con- 
servative leader Andrew 
Scheer’s recent media ap- 


pearances in which he has 
denounced the govern- 
ment’s payout to Khadr on 
U.S. networks. “I'll leave 
that to the other guys,” 
Trudeau said. 

His sentiment was 
shared by Mississau- 
ga-Centre MP Omar Algh- 
abra, who said that despite 
the negativity, Canada is 
looked up to by many peo- 
ple throughout the world. 
“There is so much suspi- 
cion in the world. People 
who come to Canada see it 
as a haven,” he said. 

Alghabra also said that 
it’s the variety of passion- 
ate opinions in Canada is 
what makes it strong and 
able to compete global- 
ly, saying “diversity is not 
only a social strength, but 
an economic strength.” 
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Jewish group says Khadr $10.5 million 


payout is ‘incentive’ fo

A group that protested 
PM Justin Trudeau’s vis- 
it to Mississauga says the 
multi-million dollar payout 
to Omar Khadr could lead 
more Canadians to join ter- 
ror groups. 

“We see that as a reward 
for terrorism,” said Meir 
Weinstein of the $10.5-mil- 
lion settlement from the 
Liberal government. Wein- 
stein is national director of 
the Jewish Defence League 
in Canada. 

“It’s a horrible message 
that it sends. Rather than 
penalizing Canadian citi- 
zens for joining terrorist 
groups, it rewards them 
with money,” he added. 

Weinstein and about two 
dozen protesters chanted 
“shame” as the PM and his 
entourage attended a $1,500 
a plate Liberal fundraiser on 
Thursday July 20. 

Toronto-born Khadr 
pleaded guilty to war crimes 
including murder before 


a military commission in 
2010. 

As a 15-year old in 2002, 
he was involved in a firefight 
against U.S. soldiers at an 
al-Qaida compound in Af- 
ghanistan during which U.S. 
Army medic Christopher 
Speer was killed. 

Khadr was detained in 
Guantanamo Bay for 10 
years before being returned 
to Canada to serve out the 
last part of his sentence. 

He was released in May 
2015 and appealed his guilty 
plea, which he claims was 
made under duress. 

Weinstein says the set- 
tlement with Khadr endan- 
gers members of the Jewish 
community by providing 
‘incentive’ for more attacks. 

“All these terrorist orga- 
nizations, al-Qaida, Hamas,

Hezbollah are viciously an- 
ti-Semitic. They are very 
loud about the Jews, but 
they don’t just mean the 
Jews, they mean the west.” 
He says his group is plan- 
ning a lot more protest in 
the weeks ahead, “we don’t 
think it’s right that the PM 
of Canada wants to dodge 
the issue and hide it.” 
Trudeau has defended 
cost of settling Khadr case, 
saying it could’ve been far 
greater if the Liberal gov- 
ernment didn’t agree to the 
$10.5-million payout. 
Trudeau’s Mississauga 
fundraiser was one of sever- 
al stops in which the PM is 
hoping to change the chan- 
nel on the Khadr controver- 
sy, which has dogged him 
over much of the summer. 
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Water levels on Lake Ontario 
reach highest level in history — 


Water levels on Lake On- 
tario reached the highest 
levels in recorded history, 
Credit Valley Conservation 
explained last week. 

After months of high- 
er-than-normal precipi- 
tation and flooding in key 
areas and parks throughout 
southern Mississauga, water 
levels have slowly started to 
recede, though they won't 
return to their normal levels 
for several months. 

Experts with the conser- 
vation group reported that 
water levels on Lake Ontar- 
io reached an elevation of 
75.72 metres on the Inter- 
national Great Lakes Datum 
(IGLD), just behind a record 
75.88-metre elevation on 
May 25 of this year. 

“Months of high precipi- 
tation produced the highest 
recorded waters level on 
Lake Ontario since reliable 
records began in 1918,” said 
Senior Water Operations 
Engineer Jeff Wong. 

Elevated water levels con- 
tinued through June and 
into the beginning of this 
month, with sites including 


JJ Plaus Park, Lakefront 
Promenade and J.C. Sad- 
dington Park all having por- 
tions blocked off for public 
use. In addition, Port Credit 
business Snug Harbour was 
closed for several days due 
to flooding. 

Precipitation within the 
Lake Ontario basin and 
storm surge can result in 
temporary increases in lake 
levels. Winds _ originating 
from the south and east 
could generate waves to in- 
tensify the impacts of the 
high lake levels. The elevat- 
ed lake levels combined with 
wave action can exacerbate 
flooding and the erosion of 
natural beaches, bluffs and 
structures along the shore- 
line. Water levels in the 
Credit River and other areas 
near Lake Ontario have also 
experienced local increases

due to backwater. 
The public is urged to 
exercise caution along the 


shoreline and __ lakefront 
areas. Elevated lake lev- 
els combined with wave 
activity will make these 
areas dangerous. Condi- 
tions can change drastically 
over a short period of time 
with shifting winds and 
wave activities; sections of 
trails could be isolated due 
to higher lake levels and 
waves. 

Lake levels will continue 
to drop slowly over next few 
months, though CVC stress- 
es that given the enormous 
size of the lake and the un- 
certainties related to future 
precipitation, water lev- 
els are expected to remain 
higher than normal.

Police urge drinking and driving respon- 
sibly after deadly Brampton accident

With the warm weath- 
er and social scene in full 
swing, many Peel residents 
are taking advantage of 
outdoor activities, but po- 
lice are reminding everyone 
about the dangers of mixing 
alcohol and drugs with driv- 
ing. 

Just ask the family of 
Harshadrai Patel. 

The 64-year-old man was 
visiting from India when the 
vehicle he was in collided 
with another car in Missis- 
sauga last week. The driver 
of the other vehicle was later 
charged with impaired oper- 
ation of a vehicle and crimi- 
nal negligence. 

Patel was later  pro- 
nounced dead at a local hos- 
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pital, and his family is dev- 
astated knowing that it was 
a crash that could have been 
avoided. 

Constable Mark Fisher 
with Peel Regional Police 
said, “Unless you are us- 
ing a breathalyzer, the best 
course of action is not to 
have anything prior to driv- 
ing, so that way there is no 
chance of you blowing over.” 

It is very easy at a back- 
yard party or barbecue for 
one drink to turn into two 
or three. Constable Fisher 
encourages people hosting 
a party to “be sure everyone 
has a way home, whether 
you call them a cab, or even 
drive them yourself, if you 
haven’t had any alcohol.” 


Andy Murie, the CEO of 
MADD Canada, recently 
said that it’s important to 
have a designated driver, 
take public transportation 
or call a taxi or an Uber. 
“Every single one of these 
crashes and charges are pre- 
ventable,” he explained. 

It is very difficult to say 
determine anyone’s blood 
alcohol content after one 
drink, said Murie. “It’s im- 
portant to exercise cau- 
tion. There’s a lot of factors 
such as gender, weight, and 
whether the individual ate 
anything before drinking 
that you have to take into 
consideration.”

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NAFTA renegotiation could have severe consequences for Peel retailers: Retail Council

The renegotiation of the 
North American Free Trade 
Agreement (NAFTA) in the 
U.S. could have devastating 
consequences for brick-and- 
mortar stores in Peel Region, 
according to the Retail Coun- 
cil of Canada. 

The U.S. government an- 
nounced its plans ahead of 
the NAFTA Talks, which 
begin in mid-August. The 
16-page document they re- 
leased outlines a number of 
positions and goals, includ- 
ing concessions from Canada 
on cross-border trade issues 
that would result in more fa- 
vourable conditions for U.S. 
buyers. Among the items 
on their shopping list is a 
4,000-per cent increase on 
the amount Canadian shop- 
pers can buy online without 
paying taxes. 

Karl Littler, vice-president 
of the Retail Council of Can- 
ada, said that it’s important 
to look at the history of the 
agreement and how the U.S. 
has tried to renegotiate the 


agreement before, to no suc- 
cess. 

“You have to put it in con- 
text. There are hundreds of 
items on that shopping list. 
This is just one of them,” 
Littler said, pointing to the 
States’ failed negotiations on 
the Trans-Pacific Partnership 
and its unsuccessful lobbying 
of previous Canadian finance 
ministers. 

He also said that despite 
NAFTA being a “high-stakes” 
priority, the Retail Council of 
Canada, a non-profit associ- 
ation that represents retail- 
ers, is looking at the States’ 
demands as more of a nego- 
tiating position rather than 
an endpoint. 

The move to renegotiate 
the agreement comes amid 
pressure to phase out tax re- 
bate programs that allowed 
malls in Peel to deal with 
the cost of bankrupt retail- 
ers and empty storefronts. 
Last month, the City of Mis- 
sissauga phased out its tax 
rebate program despite con- 
cerns from major shopping 
centres like Square One. 


Citing the Mississauga 
mall as an example, Littler 
pointed out that Canadian 
merchants are required by 
the Canadian Revenue Agen- 
cy to collect taxes. The danger 
comes in the form of foreign 
suppliers who can ship the 
same product to a customer 
without the applied taxes, 
giving them a much greater 


price advantage in the online 
marketplace. “They will start 
to shift Canadian consumer 
purchases away from online 
or brick-and-mortar stores, 
and into cross-border sales 
because they'll save the tax. 
That has big implications for 
those companies and jobs.” 
The Retail Council of Can- 
ada estimates that there is 


approximately $80 billion in 
“shippable goods” that flow 
through the border, and that 
the Canadian government 
understands the problem 
of convincing U.S. distrib- 
utors to send taxed goods 
into Canada. Foreign Affairs 
Minister Chrystia Freeland 
said in a statement recently 
that the Canadian govern- 
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ment welcomes the opportu- 
nity to modernize the agree- 
ment to reflect new realities, 
and that “when negotiations 
begin, we will be ready to 
work with our partners to 
modernize NAFTA, while 
defending Canada’s national 
interest and standing up for 
our values.”

Private school offers help for victims of “Report Card’ fraud

A private school is offer- 
ing free summer courses to 
students defrauded in an 
online scam involving bo- 
gus report cards. 

Principal Indi Sahi says 
he wants to help compen- 
sate students who lost mon- 
ey when a fraudster faked 
his school’s logo in an on- 
line scam. 

“The kids who were ac- 
tually defrauded, who gen- 
uinely thought this was our 
school, we’d like to reach 
out to them and say, ‘why 
don’t you come do the cred- 
it with us. We're not go- 
ing to charge you for it,” 
said Sahi of the Canadian 
Higher Learning Acade- 
my, a private, Ontario gov- 


ernment-approved online 
school. 

Investigators have now 
charged a Brampton man 
suspected of faking report 
cards used in applications 
for entry into university. 

Police charged 28-year- 
old Pavanjit Sohal of 
Brampton for allegedly cre- 
ating a fake website posing 
as a legitimate online pri- 
vate school. 

Sohal is suspected of 
fraudulently accepting 
money from students who 
thought they were upgrad- 
ing their credits through 
online courses and enroll- 
ing in a legitimate private 
learning academy. 

Sahi plans to reach out to 
unsuspecting victims of the 
fraud. 


“You've already lost your 
money. Why don’t you 
come take a course in the 
summer and you can get 
your credit,” he said. 

“We'd have to look at it 
a bit more, but the biggest 
outcome for us is making 
sure that those students are 
ok, the ones who genuinely 


thought they were enrolling 
with us.” 

There are an _ estimat- 
ed 10 students who fell for 
the alleged scam. If all take 
advantage of Sahi’s offer, 
it would represent a total 
monetary value of around 
$10,000. Assuming there’s 
a conviction in this matter,

2017: A bad year for mosquitos in Peel Region

Earlier this spring, 
weather experts predicted 
2017 would be a bad year for 


mosquitoes. 
For Peel residents, these 
predictions have turned 


into a hard-bitten reality as 
we are experiencing higher- 
than-average populations, 
and mosquitoes that are 
more blood-thirsty than 
normal. 

The mild winter followed 
by record rainfalls in May 
and June have resulted in 
ideal mosquito breeding 
conditions in the Region of 
Peel and Southern Ontario. 
Abundant standing water 
in ponds, wooded areas and 
flooded fields has created 
almost perfect conditions 
for mosquito reproduction. 


David Phillips, senior 
climatologist with 
Environment Canada, 
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advises that cooler weather 
such as we've experienced 
in June and July makes 
the mosquitoes hungrier 
for blood. “Mosquitoes are 
generally more active, faster 
biting when conditions are 


kind of lukewarm,” he said. 

For the most part, 
mosquito bites are merely a 
nuisance, resulting in itchy 
skin and redness for a few 
days. However, mosquitoes 
can transmit dangerous 


and deadly diseases such as 
malaria, dengue fever, Zika 
virus and others. Considered 
the world’s deadliest animal, 
mosquitoes are responsible for 
an estimated 725,000 human 
fatalities globally each year. 


Fortunately for 
Canadians, many of the 
deadliest mosquitoes cannot 
survive in our cool northern 
climate. Our biggest concern 
here is the West Nile 
Virus (WNV). A bite from 
a mosquito infected with 
WNV can lead to serious 
disease. There is no specific 
treatment or cure for West 
Nile. 

Each year from June to 
September, Peel Health tests 
for the presence of West Nile 
Virus in local mosquitoes 
through a_ region-wide 
network of mosquito traps. 
In June, one mosquito batch 
collected in Mississauga 
tested positive for the 
virus. Peel Health is now 
advising residents to take 
precautions to minimize 
their risk of being bitten by a 
mosquito infected with this 
dangerous virus. 


« Avoid areas with high 
mosquito populations 

« Wear light-coloured 
clothing, including long 
sleeves, pants and a hat, to 
cover exposed skin 

*Use an insect repellent 
containing DEET and 
apply it according to the 
manufacturer’s directions 

*Take extra precautions 
from dusk to dawn when 
mosquito activity is higher— 
if possible stay indoors. 

Residents can also help 
reduce mosquito populations 
by getting rid of sources 
of standing water in their 
yards and neighbourhoods. 
Empty water from pots, 
wheelbarrows, lawn 
furniture, kids toys and other 
places where rainfall collects. 
Mosquito eggs will hatch into 
larvae in these water sources 
within 24-48 hours.

New Ownership for 
the Brampton Beast?

Brampton-based business 
leader Tina Larsen and the 
president of the Brampton 
Beast Hockey Club, Cary 
Kaplan, are assembling a 
group to purchase a minori- 
ty ownership of the Beast 
Hockey Club. 

Kingston-based team 
owner Gregg Rosen will 
maintain his majority own- 
ership position, but has 
agreed to sell up to 49 per 
cent of the team. 

Larsen is the owner of the 
Brampton steel company 
PCMF and is the vice-chair 
of trade on the Brampton 
Board of Trade. 

Shealso holds a leadership 
position with the emerging 
community task force “New 
Brampton.” She’s working 
with Kaplan to form a group 
of GTHA based investors, 
with a special eye to leaders 
in Brampton and the Peel 
Region. Based on significant 


interest and 
response, it’s 
expected the 
group will be 
finalized  rela- 
tively soon. 
Thursday ’s 


meeting by the 
investor group 
is the latest 
attempt to im- 
prove finances 
for the Beast, 
an ECHL team 
that has_ lost 
millions since 
coming to the city for the 
2013-14 season. 

The City of Brampton 
has also considered a $1.5 
million multi-year bailout 
request by the hockey fran- 
chise, but taxpayer-fund- 
ed help for the team has 
raised opposition from some 
groups. 

Hockey in the city has had 
a troubled past. The junior 
OHL team, the Brampton 
Battalion, left the city for 
North Bay after the 2012 
season after nearly 15 years 
in the Peel community. 

At the time, Battalion 
owner Scott Abbott said 
North Bay was a better fi- 
nancial fit for his franchise. 

The assembling of the 
prospective new Beast 
ownership group will give 
members the opportunity 
to acquire ownership of a 
professional hockey team in 
the hockey-obsessed Greater 


Toronto and Hamilton Area 
market (GTHA). 

Kaplan, who owns three 
per cent of the Beast, esti- 
mates the franchise is worth 
between $5 million to $10 
million. 

The Beast is affiliated with 
the Montreal Canadiens 
and currently operates as 
the only professional hock- 
ey team in the GTHA aside 
from Maple Leafs Sports 
Entertainment and_ the 
AHL’s Marlies. 

The Beast is the lone Ca- 
nadian team in the ECHL 
and has lost about $4 mil- 
lion since coming to the city 
after the 2013 season. With 
local business leaders, the 
team is hopeful it can ramp 
up the buzz needed to boost 
attendance, which averages 
about 3,100 in an arena that 
seats 5,000 (the Powerade 
Centre). 

The Beast is coming off of 
its most successful season in 
its four-year history, both in 
terms of on-ice success and 
attendance. 

Kaplan and Larsen feel 
it’s essential local ownership 
is in place to support Rosen 
in guiding the long-term 
success of the team. 

They believe a strong, di- 
verse local ownership group 
will have a tremendous im- 
pact on the Beast organiza- 
tion and hockey in the Re- 
gion of Peel as a whole.

The Brampton Beast, an 
ECHL affiliate of the Montreal 
Canadiens, has signed rugged 
two-way defenseman Paul 
Cianfrini to a standard player 
contract ahead of the 2017-18 
ECHL season.

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Marty Savoy guides the OJHL, 


The league of choice 
Marty Savoy guides the League of Choice

When Marty Savoy start- 
ed playing peewee hockey 
over 30 years ago in Eto- 
bicoke, and later for the 
Oakville Minor Oaks, he 
had no idea that he would 
someday be heading up one 
of the most successful junior 
A hockey leagues in Canada. 

The Durham _ College 
Sports Management grad- 
uate was the first full time 
paid commissioner hired 
by the league back in 2009, 
taking over from long-time 
volunteer Bob Hooper. 

Savoy brings a lifetime 
of hockey experience to the 
league, which has its head 
office on Dunwin Avenue in 
Mississauga. 

As a player, he played 
AAA in Etobicoke and 
Oakville before moving up 
to junior B with the Oakville 
Blades, who traded him to 
the now-defunct Mimico 
Monarchs. He also skated 
with the Georgetown Raid- 
ers and the former Streets- 
ville Derby’s, but it was the 
administrative side of the 
sport that most interested 
him. 

His enrolment and _ lat- 
er graduation from the 
Durham College Sports 
Management program set 
him up for a dream career in 
sports. 

“Durham College really 
got me started in the right 
direction,” stated Savoy. “I 
wasn't a great player, but I 
really was interested in the 
business side of the game. 
The biggest advantage I had 
coming out of Durham was 
they got me a job in hock- 
ey. My first placement was 
at the Hockey Hall of Fame 
Centre of Excellence in To- 
ronto. That was my ticket.” 

The Centre for Excellence 
was started by Hockey Can- 
ada in 1981 as a way to de- 
velop players and coaches 
and to ensure that Canada 


was always the leading na- 
tion in the sport of hockey 
worldwide. 

As an intern at the Centre 
for Excellence, he worked 
hard and was_ eventual- 
ly promoted to manager. 
Things were going good 
and he was getting noticed. 
He got called up. Hockey 
Canada was expanding the 
Centre for Excellence across 
Canada and they needed 
someone to act as regional 
manager for all five centres 
at the time. Savoy went off 
to Calgary, and he remained 
in the job for seven years. 

“Tt was a fabulous job, and 
great people to work with”, 
added Savoy. Along the way 
he served as GM for the 
2002 Men’s World Cham- 
pionships, and was also in- 
volved in the 2002 Olympic 
Camp as well as three World 
Junior Championships. 

He recalls one particular 
prodigy that came out of the 
program— that being Stan 
Butler. “A coaching genius 
and wonderful guy to work 
with,” Savoy said, noting 
that Butler is now with the 
North Bay Battalion and do- 
ing great things for the team 
there. 

However, nothing lasts 
forever. Savoy eventual- 
ly moved on to a market- 
ing role with Tim Hortons’ 
western operations where 
he learned the art of fran- 
chising, which came in 
handy in his current role. 

When he took over the 
commissioner position in 
2009, he inherited a league 
that was in need of a strong 
leader. Run more as a pas- 
sionate hobby by a dedi- 
cated group of well-mean- 
ing volunteers, the league 
lacked purpose and vision. 
It was not financially strong, 
and offered little in the way 
of support to the teams. 
There were too many teams 
and the team budgets were 


astronomical. 

“We had to get the gov- 
ernors to believe that it was 
their league and they played 
a key role in its the strategic 
direction. They had to work 
together for a common goal 
of making the league the 
best Junior A league in Can- 
ada”, added Savoy. “Noth- 
ing happens overnight. It 
took time, but gradually we 
built a league with a strong 
vision, a sense purpose and 
a good level of service that 
keeps the teams happy and 
prospering.” 

The biggest challenge 
was to shrink the league, 
which had become unman- 
ageable at 32 teams. The 
on-ice product had become 
watered down. The teams 
were losing money and the 
owners weren’t happy. The 
number of players mov- 
ing up to higher levels was 
dwindling. A sure sign that 
change was needed. 

In an era when sports 
leagues are expanding and 
cashing on __ franchising 
rights, Savoy had to come 
up with a plan to shrink 
the league to survive. Going 
where no man has gone be- 
fore, it was no easy task. To- 
day, the league has 22 teams 
and is doing well. 

The other challenge was 
to reverse the flow of mon- 
ey and bring down the team 
budgets to a level that the 
owners could live with. 
Team owners were paying 
for everything out of their 
own pockets— and in some 
cases, even paying players. 
This was not sustainable in a 
market that is oversupplied 
with hockey product and an 
average ticket price of $10. 

Today the OJHL is a “pay 
to play” league, with teams 
allowed to charge up to 
$5000 per player for equip- 
ment, games, practices, 
coaching and travel. 

“We're finally at a point 


where most of the teams 
are at least breaking even, 
which is a big relief for the 
owners’ pocketbooks”, Sa- 
voy said. 

The enhancements to the 
business plan have also re- 
versed the decline in players 
moving up the ladder. To- 
day, the league boasts a 41 
per cent graduation rate to 
the NHL. This is the highest 
among all North American 
leagues, including the AHL, 
CIS, NCAA and CHL. Only 
the BCHL has higher grad 
rate because of their U.S. 
player rules. 

Savoy now has a staff of 
six that helps in a variety of 
capacities, including team 
operations, player develop- 
ment, digital media produc- 
tion, officiating and website 
content. 

“We measure everything 
now,” added Savoy. “We run 
it like a business and we pay 
close attention to the num- 
bers.” 

The future looks bright 
with the addition of a spring 
development league and an 
annual combine that identi- 
fies new talent. “We are also 
developing an annual audit 
procedure which will help 
the teams stay on track with 
their management practis- 
es, budgets, player devel- 
opment and coaching. This 
will mean that every team 
operates in essentially the 
same manner. Good for the 
league, the coaches, play- 
ers, owners and parents,” he 
said. 

When he is not working in 
hockey? No surprise, Savoy 
plays hockey himself, along 
with three of his four daugh- 
ters. 

Wife Julia also plays in a 
women’s league in Burling- 
ton. A born and bred Florid- 
ian, Julia learned the game 
from scratch and now loves 
it to death: a hockey family 
for sure.

PDN Salutes a Great Canadian and Caledonian!

Robertson Davies has 
been recognized and re- 
membered on the Caledon 
Walk of Fame since 2001. 

The brilliant actor, edi- 
tor, novelist and Playwright 
Professor of English at the 
University of Toronto built 
his place of residence in 
Caledon East in 1970. 

One of Canada’s best 
known and most popular 
authors, he was a Compan- 
ion of the Order of Canada, 
an Honorary Fellow of Bal- 
liol College, and received 
honorary degrees from the 


University of Oxford, Trin- 
ity College in Dublin, and 
the University of Wales, as 
well as from 23 American 
and Canadian universities. 
His death on December 
2, 1995 (in hospital in Or- 
angeville) was marked in 
obituaries around the world 
and in Canada by national 
broadcasts of services in his 
honour. His work has been 
translated into 17 languag- 
es. 
The Caledon Walk of 
Fame was initiated in 1999 


for the purpose of honoring 
past and present Caledon 
residents who have made 
a significant contribution 
to the quality of life locally, 
nationally and internation- 
ally. 

It’s situated in the Trans 
Canada Trail Pavilion Park 
on the west side of Airport 
Road in Caledon East. A 
stone is placed in honor of 
each recipient during a for- 
mal Walk of Fame ceremony, 
held annually when there is a 
qualifying nominee.

GTA Torbram Road dedication

Four hardworking 
families will never forget 
July 17, 2017. It was the 
day they took possession of 
their Habitat for Humanity 
(HFH) home on 8600 Tor- 
bram Rd in Brampton. 

“Habitat dedication 
ceremonies celebrate the 
beginning of a bright future 
for our partner families,” 
said Thomas Fischer, 
vice-president of regional 
development for Habitat for 
Humanity GTA. 

The Arshad-Hussain, 
Mohamed, Ibrahim-Ha- 
gos, and Duahoo-Hosano 
families were the last of 18 
homeowners to receive the 
keys to their new town- 
house at Torbram Road and 
Clarke Boulevard. 

Speaking on behalf of her 
family, Saumu Mohamed 
said they will no longer live 
in an overcrowded apart- 
ment that was subject to 


flooding, dampness and 
mould. “We now have space 
to flourish as a family, and 
there are no more leaks. We 
are grateful to live in a new 
home that is safe,” she said. 

Plans for the build started 
in 2004/2005; it is the 
largest HFH project in Peel. 
Before Mayor Linda Jeffrey 
held her current office, 
she was instrumental in 
working with the affiliate 
for this build. Fischer said 
her support has been long 
lasting. The Torbram build 
was a collaboration with the 
City of Brampton, one of 
many partners. 

“Tt’s a special morning. 
These projects take too 
long to finish. As mayor, 
I plan to fix this and help 
expedite the process,” so 
Habitat partner families can 
become homeowners faster, 
Jeffrey said. 

“Thank you to Habitat 
for Humanity for your 
persistence and resilience,” 


she added. “We need to 
accelerate those projects,” 
the mayor added. 

Homeownership helps 
families thrive. 

Babelyn Gabinete, 
whose family moved into 
a HFH home in 2015, said 
her daughter was named 
valedictorian of her middle 
school and earned a 93 
per cent average. She also 
placed first in her school’s 
science fair. Gabinete 
attributes her daughter’s 
academic success to having 
a safe place to concentrate 
on her studies. 

Brampton councillors Jeff 
Bowman and Doug Whill- 
ans, and MPs Ruby Sahota 
and Sonia Sidhu, were also 
on hand for the dedication 
as were HFH volunteers, 
donors, staff, sponsors, 
partners and more estab- 
lished homeowners to help 
celebrate this milestone. 

The Region of Peel has 
also been an “unwavering 
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supporter” of Habitat for 
Humanity and has contrib- 
uted more than $4 million 
to HFH GTA (and its legacy 
affiliate Habitat for Hu- 
manity Brampton-Caledon) 
towards homeownership. 
Enbridge Gas Distribution 
has contributed more than 
$500,000 over the years. 
Its staff have volunteered 
on the site and held fund- 
raising events for HFH as 
well. 

Orlando Bowen, execu- 
tive director of One Voice, 
One Team said more than 
150 of the young people he 
works with have volun- 
teered with this build 
and their lives have been 
transformed. “This is what 
Brampton is all about, this 
is what is community is 
all about. Give all that you 
can,” he said. 

With 47 homes expect- 
ed to be completed by the 
2018, Fischer’s goal of 50 
HFH homes for Brampton 
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and Mississauga is nearing 
fruition. 

HFH partner families do 
not need to provide a down 
payment and no-interest 
mortgages are capped at 
30 per cent of a family’s 
income. Families must 
volunteer and complete 500 
sweat-equity hours.

tiabank Charity Challenge, 
which gives charities the 
incentive to use the mara- 
thon as a fundraising plat- 
form and save on resourc- 
es instead of hosting their 
own events.

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Review: Past is Prologue in 
“Gramma”

Past and present 
are skilfully brought 
together in the new play 
Gramma, produced by the 
Mississauga-based Sawitri 
Theatre Group. 

Presented by Jasmine 
Sawant and directed by 
Christina Collins, the 
play is based on Dr. Jane 
Fraser’s book of the same 
name, covering the true 
history of Fraser’s family 
in the Meadowvale area of 
Mississauga. 

The play focuses on the 
character of Lillie Carberry 
as she grows up from a 
wide-eyed imaginative 
girl to a grown woman 
wearied by unspeakable 
tragedy, to an elderly lady 
who rediscovers the beauty 
in life through her family. 
Lillie’s interactions with her 
mother, husband, daughter, 
and son-in-law reflect 
all the emotions of pure 
humanity, and the cyclical 
nature of life is represented 
in the double casting of 
all these roles in Lillie’s 
life. Familiar faces come, 
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go, and re-emerge in new 
people, while Lillie’s altered 
role in each conversation 
emphasizes just how much 
can change with time, yet 
still stay the same. 

All these events are 
witnessed in the modern- 
day by Samantha Fraser 
and Raj Nilan, who provide 
their own interpretations 
of past events. In the 
vein of auteurs like Atom 
Egoyan, memories of the 
past are heatedly disputed 
by Raj and Samantha; each 
provides their own modern 
opinions, while also 
acknowledging their own 
personal anguishes. Just 
as Lillie’s life is upended 
by great changes, so is the 
relationship between Raj 
and Samantha influenced 
by revelations which tear 
them apart as soon as pull 
them together. 

The play handles this 
switching from past to 
present with a simple yet 
effective lighting strategy, 
allowing the actors to 
entrance their audience 
on the strength of their 
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performances. Specified 
musical cues sound as the 
years flash briefly before 
us, giving a foreshadowing 
of upcoming joy or sorrow. 
The simplicity of the set 

is done in a minimalist 
approach, and this also 
complements the overall 
vision of the play. It is 
fitting that such a focused 
story about one person’s 
life should be so singular in 
its execution. 

Cast and crew are to 
be lauded for their deft 
handling of a very personal 
story, which encapsulates 
so much of humanity in 
such a simple focus. The 
life of Lillie Carberry 
provides moments of joy, 
heartbreak, and hope. 

Jane Fraser’s open and 
thoroughly researched look 
into her family translates 
very well to the stage, as 
done by the Sawitri Theatre 
Group.

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Review: Odysseo brings horse and 
human harmony to Hershey Centre

Odysseo, the big-top 
extravaganza that show- 
cases the marvel of human 
and horse magnificence—is 
back in the GTA but this 
time in Mississauga, near 
the Hershey Centre. 

This world-class show 
has travelled the globe and 
showcases equestrian arts 
and human gymnastics 
against a backdrop of state 
of the art theatrical effects 
ona humongous stage 
that comprises a hill three 
stories tall. 

About 10,000 tons of 
rock, earth and sand are 
sculpted to create the vast 
space of freedom where 
humans and horses come 
to play in superb harmony. 

This live multi-dimen- 
sional journey with layers 
of mesmerizing décor, live 
music, gravity-defying ac- 
robatics by humans, slick 
stunts by horses and high 
definition computer graph- 
ic images projected onto an 
immense cyclorama using 
18 projectors simultane- 
ously just blows away the 
spectators’ minds. 

The journey starts 
from the Mongol period, 
and continues right up to 
modern-day times. Riders 
sporting long flowing 
robes and majestic horses, 
give a royal atmosphere to 
the whole scene. 

There are even stunts 


with humans riding stand- 
ing and straddled across 
two horses. The show 
emphasizes the importance 
of horses in helping build 
bridges between cultures 
and expanding civilization 
by taking humans to vari- 
ous corners of the earth. 

The odyssey is punctu- 
ated with human acrobats 
on stilts, including amaz- 
ing continuous ground 
somersaults and stunning 
feats on a hanging carousel 
set in a black light environ- 
ment. 

Shooting stars and 
other heavenly bodies in 
the background lend to a 
surreal surrounding. 

Following that stupen- 
dous visual feast, humans 
strut their stuff and pump 
adrenalin into the audi- 
ence by riding horses on 
the side, upside down, and 
jumping off and on. 

Viewers will also be 
treated to the beauty of 
horses lying on sand dunes, 
awakened by the sound of 
aharp and getting ready 
for their day. 

There is also a playful 
and meaningful interactive 
scene where the performers 
get up and ask the audi- 
ence to compete in singing 
“O walu guere moufan” 
(No more war on earth). 

A trio of performers go 
up to the front of the stage 
and asks the audience on 
the right, middle and left

to sing the words out loud 
to see who can sing the 
loudest - a very enjoyable 
moment where both the 
patrons and performers 
interact and become one. 

Performances set inan 
ice and glacial setting and 
a lingering scene where 
horses powering angelic 
aerialists in a four-person 
silks act that takes them 
into the skies will send you 
straight to heaven. 

The evening ends with 
a fantastic crescendo, as 
the stage is inundated 
with multitudinous litres 
of recycled water in just a 
few minutes. 

A magical virtual water- 
fall overhangs the result- 
ing lake, in which horses, 
riders and artists join to 
frolic, leaving behind them 
the traces of their splashes 
and a stupefied audience. 

The whole realization 
of this monumental ode 
to horses is accompanied 
by live musicians play- 
ing captivating music on 
violins, guitars, bass and 
drums accompanied by an 
enchanting crooner.
